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FALCON FOOTBALL - 


Youth and some exceptionally skilled veterans will hold 
the key to the fortunes of Coach Denny Stolz’s 1978 Bowling 
Green State University football team. 


Despite having 32 returning lettermen for his second year 
at the Bowling Green helm, Stolz will be without the services 
of record-breaking quarterback Mark Miller, and must de- 
pend heavily on younger players as the Falcons seek to re- 
bound from their 5-7 ledger of 1977, the first losing season 
by a Falcon club since 1970. 


"| believe many people found out last season that there 
are no shortcuts in developing a successful football program. 
There just wasn't much depth in our sophomore and junior 
classes last season and that means that we will not have 
much depth nor experience in our junior and senior classes 
this fall. We could easily be one of the youngest football 
teams in the nation," says Stolz. 


The foundation Stolz hopes will pay dividends in the next 
couple of years was set last season as 14 freshmen received 
varsity letters, an amazing number for a major-college team. 
Five of Stolz’s initial recruiting class finished the year as 
starters and two others might have joined the group had 
not injuries suffered in high school all-star games sidelined 
them for the campaign. 


Despite what should be a “youthful” Falcon squad, Stolz 
does have some valuable returning seniors in wide receiver 
Jeff Groth, safety Dirk Abernathy and center Joe Studer. The 
latter two will serve as Falcon co-captains this fall. 


The speedy Groth could be one of the most exciting players 
in the country this fall. Although bothered much of last fall 
with a variety of muscle pulls and rib injuries, the Chagrin 
Falls, O., native still managed to score a touchdown every 
seventh time he touched the football and led the MAC with 
an average of 17.8 yards-per-catch. 


Groth, who was drafted by the Chicago Cubs last spring 
after hitting .296 for the Falcon baseball squad, has 82 ca- 
reer catches for 1,394 yards and has returned three punts 
for touchdowns in his career. A year ago he led all BG 
scorers with 54 points and caught 39 passes for 693 yards. 


Called by Stolz “the finest skilled football player | have 
ever coached,” Groth is also a dangerous kickoff return man 
with game-breaking abilities. 

Certain to be one of the key players on defense is Aber- 
nathy who hits hard and plays with enthusiasm. The three- 
year letterman compiled 100 tackles from his free safety 
post last fall, and with a move to strong safety this year, 
should even be more effective. 


Linebackers Joe Guyer (132 stops) and Mike Callesen 
(160 stops) both return to bolster the Falcon defense as 
does middle guard Jim Mitolo (92 tackles). 


Bowling Green’s 1978 strength will be on the offensive 
side although quarterback Mark Miller departed with a arm- 
ful of BG records and a shot at a pro career with the 
Cleveland Browns. He finished his career ranked 11th in 
NCAA career total offense. 


Miller's understudy, Mike Wright, looms as the leading 
candidate for the key quarterback position in Stolz's balanced 
attack. Wright is a gifted runner who averaged 6.6 yards in 
27 plays last season. 


BG's freshman running back combination, the ‘‘elephant 
backfield” of 224-pound tailback John Park and 211-pound 
Dave Windatt combined for 844 yards, but Park has moved 
to tight end where Stolz feels he can be more effective. 
Junior Doug Wiener, who rushed for 211 yards from his 
tailback slot appears to be the leading candidate to replace 
Park, but Stolz is looking for more outside speed to make 
the offense work. 


It was hoped that Groth could team up with speedy Willie 
Matthews to give the Falcons a pair of fine receivers, but the 
latter injured a knee in the spring and will sit out the 1978 
campaign. Sophomore Dan Shetler showed promise in his 
first year with eight catches and will battle walk-on Titus 
Taylor for Matthews’ spot. 


The offensive line lists Studer as the only returning starter 
but sophomore guards Dean Hull and Mark Rullo both lettered 
last year and as did tackle Bob Harris. 


GROWTH IN '78 


OFFENSIVE BACKFIELD 


Quarterback Mark Miller has departed after four sterling 
years and leaves a large gap to fill, but understudy Mike 
Wright appears to be a capable replacement. A fine runner 
and passer, Wright has excellent potential. Tall sophomore 
Dave Endres will be in the back-up role going into the fall. 
With John Park moving to tight end, Stolz’s lone experienced 
running backs will be fullback Dave Windatt, tailback Doug 
Wiener and fullback Steve Holovacs. The head coach is hope- 
ful that some outside speed can be found in the freshman 
class. Flanker Jeff Groth is an honors candidate and should 
be a frequent target for Wright. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 


Center Joe Studer is the lone holdover so new faces will 
dot the Falcon front wall. Sophomore John Park made a suc- 
cessful move from fullback to tight end last spring to give 
the Falcons quality at that post with sophomore Dave Panczyk 
furnishing depth. Split end Willie Matthews will miss the 
entire season with a knee injury, but walk-on Titus Taylor 
impressed the staff in the spring and is in the picture along 
with sophomore Dan Shetler who caught eight passes in his 
first season. In the interior line, Stolz must do a rebuilding 
job with younger players. Junior Bob Harris and sophomore 
Mark Prchlik ended the spring in the starting tackle posts 
with sophomores Dean Hull and Mike Rullo leading the 
candidates at the guard posts. Kip Kane, a starting guard 
last season, has moved to defensive tackle. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 


Experience is lacking at defensive tackle where All-MAC 
choice Jack Williams and Alex Prosak were lost via gradua- 
tion. Sophomore Todd Gates and senior Ed Holmes are likely 
replacements with converted offensive guard Kip Kane another 
possibility. Middle guard Jim Mitolo looks solid again in the 
middle of Stolz's 5-2 defense after rolling up 92 tackles as 
a junior. 


LINEBACKERS 


Both Mike Callesen and Joe Guyer were starters in 1977 
and should be better with the added experience. The two 
were in on nearly 300 stops last year. Sophomore letterman 
Brian Shipman, and senior Jim Gause, a two-year letterman 
who missed last year, will battle the pair at the inside posts. 
John Fitzpatrick and Tim Ross are the top candidates at out- 
side linebackers going into the season with sophomores Dan 
Putman and Myke Clarett also in the picture. 


Linebacker Tim Ross is a Promising Defender 
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SECONDARY 


Could be one of the team's improved areas led by strong 
safety Dirk Abernathy. Stolz lost two starters in Greg Kampe 
and Craig Cheetwood, but sophomore Joe Merritt, senior Bob 
Cummins and junior Mike Sugden all played enough to letter 
last year with Merritt starting six games. Stolz will also 
welcome back senior Doug Heisterman, who missed all of 
last year with a knee injury. He will be in contention for a 
starting bid. 


KICKING GAME 


Greg Kampe handled all of the punting last year, and with 
him gone, the job is up for grabs going into the fall. A 
possibility is Doug Groth. The placekicking should be handled 
by sophomore John Spengler who scored 45 points on five 
field goals and 30 extra points last season. The other phases 
of the kicking game — returns — will be exceptional with 
Jeff Groth returning. The loss of Willie Matthews will hurt, 
however. 


ANALYSIS 


The Falcons will have strength in the offensive skill po- 
sitions and depth and size at running back, but question 
marks remain on the offensive line where Joe Studer is the 
lone returnee. Mike Wright will have some big shoes to fill 
in replacing Mark Miller at quarterback, but BG coaches feel 
he has outstanding potential. On the defensive side, the de- 
fense will need to be shored up if BG is to be a consistent 
winner. The team was blitzed for 296 points last season and 
the defense will get plenty of attention this season. However, 
if many of the younger players make contributions and Stolz 
is able to get good seasons from older players then BG 
should be a contender in the MAC race.

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Denny Stolz, the man who helped revitalize the 
football programs at Alma College and Michigan State 
University, is starting his second year as head coach 
of the Bowling Green State University football squad. 


Stolz, a former Big Ten Coach-of-the-Year, has com- 
piled a fine 58-36-1 record in his 10 years as a head 
coach on the college level for a winning percentage 
of .617. Although Stolz had a somewhat disappointing 
first year in the Falcon post, a pair of sound recruiting 
campaigns, coupled with some exceptional returning 
players, promise to brighten the outlook for a BG 
team that posted a 5-7 mark in 1977 against one of 
the school’s most challenging schedules ever. 


Stolz, 45, is Bowling Green’s 12th head football 
coach in the 59-year history of the Mid-American Con- 
ference school. He was named to the post on Decem- 
ber 15, 1976. 


Prior to joining the Bowling Green staff, Stolz served 
as the head coach at Michigan State University from 
1973-75 and as the head man at Alma (Mich.) College 
from 1965-70. He fashioned an impressive 19-13-1 
record at State which was the only winning record 
produced among Big Ten coaches other than Woody 
Hayes and Bo Schembechler. 


A graduate of Alma College, Stolz started his re- 
building program at Michigan State with a 5-6 record 
in 1973 and a 4-4 mark in the Big Ten for a four-way 
tie for fourth place. 


A year later, he directed the Spartans to a 7-3-1 
record for the best mark at MSU since 1966. Included 
in the record was a 6-1-1 conference mark and only 
a tie with Illinois kept them out of the title picture. 
His efforts earned him coaching accolades from the 
league and the Spartans also finished in 12th place 
in the AP poll and 18th in the UPI ratings. The high- 
light of the season was a 16-13 win over Ohio State, 
ranked number one at the time. 


The following season Stolz led Michigan State to a 
7-4 record and a third place finish in the conference. 
A 10-3 upset over Notre Dame highlighted the year. 
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HEAD COACH DENNY STOLZ 


His coaching success brought him a post-season 
all-star coaching assignment in January, 1976 as he 
directed the North team to a win in the All-American 
Bowl in Tampa, Fla. In March, 1976, he resigned his 
head coaching position at Michigan State. 


A former assistant under Duffy Daugherty, Stolz 
joined the Michigan State staff as defensive coordina- 
tor in 1971 and immediately earned a reputation as 
a defensive strategist. In his two years in this position, 
his units ranked second and third in the league in 
total defense and he helped lead the Spartans to a 
19-12 major upset over previously unbeaten Ohio State 
while holding the Buckeyes to just 176 yards total 
offense. Among his standouts at Michigan State are 
pro stars Billy Simpson, Brad Van Pelt and Gail Clark. 


Before going to Michigan State, Stolz served the 
previous six years as head coach at Alma College, 
compiling a 34-16 record and winning two Michigan 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association titles outright and 
sharing a third. Taking over a program that had won 
just three games in four years, he turned the program 
into a consistent winner and posted a pair of back-to- 
back perfect seasons in 1967 and 1968. He was 
Michigan Coach-of-the-Year in 1967. 


The Lansing, Mich. native started his coaching ca- 
reer at Haslett (Mich.) High School where he posted 
an eight-year record of 40-13-3 from 1955-1963. 
He then spent a year at Lansing Eastern High School 
as defensive coordinator before going to Alma. 


Denny was born on Sept. 12, 1933 in Lansing and 
attended school in Mason. One of four boys, all of 
whom were star athletes, Denny, like his three brothers 
worked his way through Alma and earned his bachelor’s 
degree in 1955. He earned a master’s degree from 
Michigan State in 1960. He was a quarterback during 
his playing days. 

A noted clinic speaker who has lectured around the 
country, Denny is married to Cena, and they have a 


son, Doak, 18, and two daughters, Dawn, 17, and 
Denise, 10.

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BOWLING GREEN STATE UNIVERSITY 


Tradition and innovation flourish side by side at 
Bowling Green State University. As the University 
entered its 68th year this fall, the campus and the 
curriculum showed the school's contemporary outlook. 


Bowling Green is a residential university with more 
than 16,000 students, half of whom live in the 21 
residence halls and small group living units on campus. 
The contemporary and traditional dormitories comple- 
ment the gracious colonial architecture of some of 
the small residence houses. 


Because the campus is residential, the University 
has made it a policy to provide recreational opportuni- 
ties for its student-residents. Outdoor recreation areas 
on the school's 1,247 acres are numerous. An ex- 
tensive intramural sports program is carried on using 
the many outdoor fields. The campus has 22 tennis 
courts and an 18-hole golf course. 


The University’s sports facilities include Doyt L. 
Perry Field, with seating for 23,272 spectators; Ander- 
son Arena, with a capacity for 5,200; the Ice Arena, 
where 3,500 fans can watch hockey games; Whittaker 
Track, a nine-lane track with a new all-weather rubber- 
ized surface, and Stellar Field, which seats 2,000 for 
baseball. 


To create space for indoor recreation, the University 
is building a Student Recreation Center, to be opened 
in January. The $9.35 million complex will have two 
swimming pools (one Olympic size); a multi-purpose 
area for such sports as basketball, tennis and volley- 
ball; handball and squash courts; a dance studio, and 
an elevated jogging track. 


A new Musical Arts Building is expected to be com- 
pleted by the fall of 1979. The $8.75 million structure 
will have classrooms, practice rooms, offices, a recital 
hall, and a larger concert hall with a capacity for an 
audience of 850. 


The nine-story University Library towers over the 
center of campus. An abstract mural by Donald Drumm 
stretches from the top of the library’s front to the base 
of a graceful stairwell inside the building’s main en- 
trance. A similar mural adorns the back of the building. 
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BGSU Ice Arena — A Popular Winter Gathering Spot 


One of the University’s services located in the library 
is the Center for Archival Collections. Books, news- 
papers, photographs and other records attract re- 
searchers to the Center's three collections: the North- 
west Ohio Collection, the University Archives, and the 
Great Lakes Research Center. 


A roomy, new Alumni Center at the east end of 
campus is a home away from home for the University’s 
many alumni. It houses the Alumni and Development 
Office, and an art gallery. The building, which opened 
in 1976, offers space for meetings of campus and off- 
campus groups. 


Moseley Hall, one of the academic buildings devoted 
to the humanities and social sciences, recently under- 
went a renovation project costing about $220,000. 
Spacious windows and modernized interior areas in 
the classically styled building create a harmonious 
blend of old and new. 


Research in the physical, biological and social 
sciences is conducted in a triad of contemporary build- 
ings on the north side of campus. Slightly beyond, the 
School of Technology, created this year, is located in 
a 53,000-square-foot building, completed in 1972. 


During the 1977-78 academic year, more than $6 
million in research funds was granted to members of 
the Bowling Green faculty by sources outside the Uni- 
versity. 


Prospective students are interviewed in McFall 
Center, the former University Library, renovated during 
1976-77. The Graduate College, admissions and other 
administrative offices, an assembly room and an im- 
pressive art gallery are located in the center. The high 
ceilings, arched windows and mellow woodwork con- 
trast with the airy and open look of contemporary 
floor covering, furnishings and other decor. 


At last spring’s commencement, degrees were 
granted to more than 2,200 students by the Colleges 
of Arts and Sciences, Business Administration, Edu- 
cation, Health and Community Services, and Musical 
Arts, and by the Graduate College.

FALCONS — Falcons was adopted as a nickname for BGSU 
teams in 1927. Before that, they were called Normals or 
Teachers. The name was suggested by Ivan Lake '23, who 
served as managing editor and sports editor of the Bowling 
Green Sentinel-Tribune. He had read an article on falconry, 
and liked the name because it fit headline space well and 
Falcons were "the most powerful bird for their size and often 
attacked birds two or three times their size.” 


FREDDY FALCON — Freddy Falcon is completely anonymous 
to the student body, until he is beheaded at the last home 
basketball game.

Since becoming Commissioner of the Mid-American Conference — only the third in the 
33-year-history of the league — on April 1, 1971, Fred Jacoby has guided the Conference 
through its first expansion in 22 years. 


Under his leadership, four new member institutions — Ball State University, Central 
Michigan University, Eastern Michigan University, and Northern Illinois University — have 
been added to the MAC, making it a ten-team league. 


The 50-year-old native of Logan, Ohio, came to his present position from Madison, Wis., 
where he had been commissioner of the Wisconsin State University Conference. Prior to 
moving into athletic administration he had been a highly-successful high school and 
college football coach, as well as a basketball official at both the prep and collegiate level. 


Bill Linson, 38, serves as the Information Director of the Mid-American Conference. 
His duties include media relations and supervision of the various Conference publications. 
Other duties include special projects as assigned by the Commissioner. 


Prior to joining the conference, August 1, 1973, Linson was the assistant sports infor- 
mation director at Purdue University for 21% years and during his tenure edited and 
supervised the publication of Purdue’s award-winning 1971-72 basketball press guide. His 
duties at Purdue also included complete editing, design, and publication of the football 
game programs. 


A graduate of Indiana State University in 1965, Linson became his alma mater's first 
full-time sports information director in 1966, a position he held until joining the Purdue 


staff in 1971. 


BG IN THE BIG MAC 


On May 23, 1952, Bowling Green State University be- 
came the eighth school to be admitted to the Mid- 
American Conference which became an Official con- 
ference on Feb. 24, 1946. 


Throughout those 26 years, Bowling Green has been 
involved in the following MAC historical highlights: 


e May 20, 1955, Ralph G. Harshman of BG is elected 
President of the MAC for the 1955-56 year. 

e June 1959, Bowling Green wins the all-sports cham- 
pionship in the first year of the competition. 

e In March 1960, coach Sam Cooper’s swimming team 
wins an unprecedented fifth straight MAC swimming 
championship. 

e In May 1972, Bowling Green wins its second all-sports 
championship as the Falcons win baseball, track and 
golf championships on one day in May. 

e In the summer of 1972, Dave Wottle became the first 
MAC athlete to win an Olympic gold medal in an indi- 
vidual event as he thrills the world with his cap and 
kick in the 800 meters. 

e October 21, 1974, a press conference announcement 
is made that Bowling Green will be one of four teams 
playing in the first Cleveland Stadium Festival of Foot- 
ball. 

e May 21, 1977, BG President Hollis Moore is elected 
chairman of the MAC Council of Presidents for a two- 
year term. 


During BG’s quarter-of-a-century of MAC championship 
competition, the Falcons have won or shared 27 cham- 
pionships in the nine league sports. The championships 
include six in football and swimming, four in basketball, 
four in golf, three in wrestling, and one in the other 
sports of cross country, baseball, track and tennis. Only 
Bowling Green and Miami have won championships in 
all nine sports. 
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ACADEMIC ALL-MID-AMERICAN CONFERENCE — 
The MAC faculty representatives have selected an all- 
league academic team in football since 1965. Bowling 
Green has had 29 players honored.

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ATHLETICS AT BOWLING GREEN STATE UNIVERSITY 


Bowling Green continued to display a well-rounded sports 
program on the state, regional and national level in 1977-78 
with some outstanding efforts by many of the Falcons' men's 
and women's teams. 

Boasting the largest total sports program in the Mid- 
American Conference and one of the most extensive in the 
nation (24 sports), Bowling Green compiled its third best 
overall season ever in 1977-78 with a winning percentage 
of .606. Only a .630 mark in 1975-76 and a .618 ledger in 
1973-74 bettered last year’s effort. 

Highlight of the 1977-78 sports year was the hockey team’s 
third place finish in the NCAA playoffs in Providence, R.I. 
Coach Ron Mason's skaters captured the CCHA regular-season 
and playoff crowns and then bested Colorado College in the 
NCAA Midwest Regional Championship. 

In addition to the hockey team’s performance, the BG 
men’s golf team, by winning the MAC, earned a trip to the 
NCAA Tournament at the University of Oregon and various 
members of the other men’s and women’s teams earned 
trips to national championship. 

Championships garnered by Bowling Green teams during 
the campaign were by the men’s golf team (MAC), the 
women's swimming team (state title) and women's track 
(state title). Runner-up performances were achieved by the 
men’s cross country team in the MAC and the women’s gym- 
nastics in the state. The women’s synchronized swim team 
placed sixth at the nationals. 

Both the men’s and women’s teams showed marked im- 
provement over the previous year. The men upped their 
winning percentage to .650 which was the highest in the 
1970's, while an increased emphasis in the women's pro- 
gram produced a .548 mark to better the .511 record of 
1976-77. 

The Falcons tied for second in the MAC All-Sports Reese 
Trophy competition with a winning percentage of .602. This 
marked the third time in the 1970’s that the school had 
reached that percentage. The Falcons had overall winning 
records against all but one of the league schools and showed 
an improved won-lost record against seven league institutions. 

From a fiscal standpoint, the athletic’s allocation of better 
than $1.6 million is divided with the administrative and non- 
revenue areas funded by the general fees paid by students. 
The revenue-sports division is funded by gate receipts and 
income from concessions, parking, programs, guarantees, etc. 
Additional monies to help pay athletic grants-in-aid and re- 
cruiting expenditures are raised from private contributions 
made to the Falcon Club. 

In addition to administration of the intercollegiate pro- 
gram, the athletic department is directly involved with both 
the educational and public service areas of the University. 

The department supervises the University’s 18-hole golf 
course, the Ice Arena and all of the athletic fields and facili- 
ties at the University. Through contact with club teams and 
an extensive intramural program, the department helped 
provide services to more than 16,000 participants last year. 

Various local, state and national organizations made use 
of BG's modern facilities for several events and the depart- 
ment also helped in the University's total public service 
program. 

The athletic program also embraces the department of 
health and physical education and recreation with service 
courses open to all students. 

Following is a brief look at the recent history and current 
status of Bowling Green's 24 varsity teams: 

BASEBALL — During the past seven seasons, the Falcons 
have won 201 games while losing 123. In four of the last 
five campaigns, Bowling Green has taken 30 or more vic- 
tories per season and has averaged 29 victories per year 
since head coach Don Purvis took over in 1972. Each of the 
last two seasons has produced a Division | All-American as 
MAC home run king Larry Owen was honored in 1977 and 
Chuck Black was selected in 1978. The '79 season looks 
promising as the Falcons will face Ohio State, Univ. of 
Michigan, Notre Dame and Miami of Florida in addition to 
the traditional MAC foes. The past two seasons have seen 
seven Falcons sign professional baseball contracts. 

BASKETBALL — The dynamic John Weinert enters his third 
year of coaching at Bowling Green with his best prospects yet, 
and BG having a string of six first-division league finishes 
in the last seven years. The Falcon's rich basketball tradition 
includes six NIT appearances, five NCAA tournaments and 
four MAC titles. The 1978-79 schedule lists such powers 
as Marquette, Loyola and Duquesne. The women’s team has 
finished second three times and fourth twice in seven Ohio 


state championships, and enters the new season under 
coach Kathy Bole. 

CROSS-COUNTRY — Coach Mel Brodt’s squads have racked 
up an impressive 110-35 mark during his 18 years at the 
helm and the BG runners annually rank among the best in 
the Midwest. BG has had 20 winning seasons in 22 years 
and four top-10 finishes nationally since 1969. The women’s 
teams continues to shine with a ninth place finish in last 
year’s AIAW meet and a sixth place finish in the Midwest 
Championships. 

FIELD HOCKEY — Under new coach Pat Brett and with 
an increased emphasis in the program, the team should 
start reaping the benefits this season after a couple of hard- 
luck seasons. The 1977 squad held four opponents scoreless 
and limited four others to a single tally. 

FOOTBALL — Coach Denny Stolz will be in his second 
year as the Falcon’s head coach with some solid returnees 
and an exceptional freshman class as he looks to lead the 
Falcons to their 22nd winning season in the last 24 years. 
That winning tradition placed Bowling Green among the top 
25 winningest teams in major-college football. An appearance 
in the nation’s top 20 (19th) in 1973 and “big-game” vic- 
tories over Purdue, Syracuse (twice) and Brigham Young 
highlight the 70's. Future games are booked with lowa State, 
Kentucky, Michigan State, Baylor, Washington, North Caro- 
lina, Oregon State, Arizona and Brigham Young. 

GOLF — Twelve tournament championships in the last 
seven years and consistent “top five” finishes gives the 
men's teams one of the best records in the Midwest. The 
1978 team captured the MAC title for the third time in the 
70's and ranked 25th in the NCAA's. The men have cracked 
the nation's top 30 on three occasions thanks in part to 
being able to prep on the University’s own 18-hole course. 
The women's team has been a consistent contender in most 
tournaments in the Midwest and won the state title in 1974. 

GYMNASTICS — One of the fastest rising BG programs 
from the standpoint of spectator interest and competitive 
skill, the women's team placed second in the last four state 
championships and was seventh in the Midwest meet last 
year while rolling up a fine 14-1 slate. 

HOCKEY — Just a varsity sport at BG for nine years, the 
Falcons have quickly become one of the nation's top col- 
legiate teams. The skaters were third in the 1978 NCAA 
Championships after finishing fifth in 1977. Coach Ron 
Mason's team has been ranked in the top ten the last four 
seasons and the Falcons have compiled an outstanding 
191-110-12 record in the nine seasons of their existence. 
Capacity crowds at the 3,000 seat BGSU Ice Arena are a 
common sight. 

LACROSSE — In the last five years, the men’s team has 
a 51-10 record which ranks as one of the best in the nation. 
Three Midwest championships and an 118-33 record in 13 
years of varsity play are on the books. The powerful women’s 
team claimed the 1975 Midwest crown and is 27-11-4 for 
the last three years. 

SOCCER — In four of the last six years, BG has been 
ranked as one of the four top teams in Ohio. NCAA tourna- 
ment appearances in 1972 and 1973 highlight the 1970's. 

SWIMMING — With a new Olympic-sized swimming pool 
near completion on campus, BG’s swimming fortunes should 
take a big step upwards. The women’s team has claimed 
five straight state titles and finished in the top 35 teams 
at the national meet in two of the last five years. The men’s 
team continues to set new records as it prepares to move 
into the new facility. 

TENNIS — The men’s squad has captured four first-divi- 
sion MAC finishes in the last five seasons and rolled to a 
21-7 record in 1977 along with a tie for third place in the 
championships. The women’s team finished in a similar spot 
in the Ohio Large College Tournament and boasts a 31-7 
record in the last four years. 


TRACK — The men’s program has attracted national at- 
tention thanks to such figures as Olympic gold medalist 
Dave Wottle, record-setting steeplechaser Sid Sink and the 
team’s second place finish at the 1972 NCAA Indoor Cham- 
pionships. The strong women’s program has won three con- 
secutive Ohio championships and two straight Mid-American 
Invitationals. 

VOLLEYBALL — Consistently one of the best teams in the 
state, the varsity was fifth in the last two state tournaments 
and had an impressive 18-7 record in 1977. 

WRESTLING — With 21 non-losing seasons in the last 24 
years, the Falcons have garnered three MAC titles and pro- 
duced 15 individual champions in the last two decades. 
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
